The terrible tales of the sea that 
have so wrung our hearts during 
this week have brought vividly to 
my recollection the stories of 
wreck and disaster upon which my 
childish brain was nourished. And 
it has been suggested to me that 
possibly some reminiscences of the 
life of a little child on the coast of 
Maine might be of interest to those 
of such different environment 
among these hills. A child of the 
sixties. There is no such dispari¬ 
ty between coast and inland life of 
this day. But then, when railroads 
came only within thirty-six miles 
of us and our intercourse with the 
outside world was almost entirely 
by steamer or sailing vessel, living 


all on hoard 
drowned except my father,who was 
first mate, his brother, the second 


mate, being one of the lost. Four 


had a peculiar flavor noy. with the 
decadence of shipping, quite out¬ 
grown. Though war'' had dealt 


its paralyzing blow to ma¬ 
rine interests, and few “stately 
ships went by,” as in earlier days, 
still all our goods were brought by 
the little coasters that crept cau¬ 
tiously from one port to another. 
To my childish mind those 
vessels had as vivid a personality 
as anybody else who came and 
went. Well do I remember my 
patient, no impatient, watch on 
wharf and shore when any in-com¬ 
ing schooner was to bring in her 
hold something of particular inter¬ 
est or value to me. Especially 
vivid in my memory, are the vigils 
I kept when “The Merchant,” I be¬ 
lieve it was—“she” and the Mas- 
sasoit. and the Python were my 
favorite craft—was to bring me 
from Boston a new bureau, which 
I had been promised as a reward 
for my enterprise and perseverance 
in piecing together a bed quilt 
(over and over) before I was six 
years old. I finished the quilt and 
stationed myself on the shore, 
scanning critically each distant 
sail, till The Merchant came, with 
exasperating slowness, up to the 
wharf. The coming of the bureau 
and a trank, which, with a never- 
to-be-satisfied desire for travel, I 
had chosen as the reward of some 
other piece of childish virtue or 
industry, (probably both, they 
were considered inseparable in 
those days) occasioned me many 
weary, waiting hours. The Python 
brought the trunk at last. 

I believe that coast children of 
this day and generation are by no 
means the amphibious beings that 
they were in mine. Then, part of 
every summer day, whatever the 
temperature, must be spent wading 
in the deep. And if the tide was 
high at noon and had come 
crawling lazily up over sun-baked 
fiats, we would elect to spend most 
of the afternoon in our second 
habitat , the sea. How thick the 
jelly fish were on those days! And 
what sport to catch them! We all 
knew the hours of the daily ebb 
and flow of the tides, as well as the 
hours for school, seemingly better, 
and could calculate to a minute, 
just how long it would be safe to 
stay in our lodging on “The Big 
Rock,” a great bluff, separated from 
mainland at high tide, but accessi¬ 
ble at low. Of course, the greatest 
gala days in our calendar was “a 
launching,” but, unfortunately, the 
waning of the ship building indus¬ 
try made them of constantly rarer 
recurence. 

But perhaps the thing which 
ieft'the most indelible impression 
upon my mind, were the tales told 
by the fireside on wintry evenings 
by visiting sea captains, and to 
which, sitting entranced on my lit¬ 
tle stool, I was a breathless listen¬ 
er; Sea captains, as is well known, 
were eminently social beings, and 
upon land, always gentlemen of ele¬ 
gant leisure. No pleasure was so 
congenial to them as "that of re¬ 
tailing to a sympathetic audience 
the experiences of past voyages. 
Or, perhaps it would be a retired 
mariner with his wife, on one of 
the two or three days’ friendly vis¬ 
its, which'it was one of the customs 
of the guild to make and receive 
“about once in so often,” as the im¬ 
mortal Mrs. Buggies would say, 
who would beguile the frankly- 
confessed tedious existence on dry 
land, by narrating his former ad¬ 
ventures. Among the many tales 
I heard, I naturally thought then, 
And perhaps may pardonably think 
now, among the most thrilling were 
those which embodied the exper¬ 
iences of my own father and moth¬ 
er. My father had been the only 
survivor of a wreck upon the coast 
of Ireland. Ik was in the famine 
of 1849. A- ship with a Bluehiil 
captain and a Bluehiil crew had 
sailed from New York with a cargo 
of corn for the relief of the dis¬ 
tressed Irish peasants. The cap¬ 
tain, from the day of sailing, was 
a prey to gloomy forebodings, and 
made no secret of his conviction 
that the ship would’ never reach 
shore. I never heard that his mel¬ 
ancholy sentiments were bolieved 
to have affected in any way, his 
seamanship, but the ship was in- 


days the yonng man drifted with¬ 
out food or water. Once, falling 
into an exhausted sleep, he awoke 
to find the rope, with which he 
had lashed himself to the wreck, 
just slipping its knots. And when, 
• after all that weary waste of sea 
and sky, land at last appeared, it 
seemed to have offered but a delu¬ 
sive hope; for, as he neared the 
shore, he was confronted with the 
apparent certainty of a terrible 
death among the breakers of the 
surge-beaten, rocky coast. But al¬ 
most as he neared them for the 
final plunge, a little boat shot out 
from behind a piece of land, which 
proved afterward to be a small is¬ 
land. The island was inhabited 
only by a few ignorant, destitute 
peasants, who gave him their best, 
a bed'in a turf hut, where the pigs 
were accustomed to share the fam¬ 
ily quarters. They nursed him with 
rude kindness* through a long, de¬ 
lirious fever, until the American 
Consul on the mainland was ac¬ 
quainted with his condition. Then, 
indeed, he saw a different phase 
of Irish life from that he had 
known among the peasantry. He 
became the guest of an Irish no¬ 
bleman in his ancestral castle, and 
was royally entertained until he 
was able to go home. The chapter 
of Irish experience was always a 
fascinating one to me. I never 
heard anything more harrowing 
than the stories my father used to 
tell of the suffering of the Irish 
peasants in that horrible famine. 
When he reached home, the funeral 
of the victims of the disaster was 
held in one of the village churches, 
and, naturally, the sole survivor 
figured as somewhat of a hero; at 
least, so it appeared to a certain 
young woman, who sang in the 
choir;and there the romance be¬ 
gan, which ended in my lather 
christening his new barque, “The 
Bride,” and embarking in her upon 
his wedding d ty with another 
bride, whose namesake she was. 
Taking with them all their 
little store of worldly goods, the 
young couple sailed proudly away. 
Happily their first voyage togeth¬ 
er was not emblematic of their life 
journey, for in three months they 
returned, stripped of all their pos¬ 
sessions. They had encountered a 
fearful and sudden gale off Hatter- 
as, had lost their ship, hut not life, 
nor courage, nor hope. For thirty- 
six hours after the vessel capsized, 
they had floated on the wreck, the 
waves continually breaking over 
them, and, as they had been blown 
out of the track of vessels, with lit¬ 
tle hope of rescue. At length, when 
their sufferings had become such 
that they had grown resigned to 
death, indeed had almost come to 
hope each time the wreck plunged 
into the abyss of the waves that it 
might end their torture, a ship, 
also blown off her course, and dis¬ 
abled, approached them. But it 
was blackest night, and the fear 
grew as the ship drew near, that 
they might be run down, when, lo! 
an immense -meteor fell so near 
that the whole sea around was 
light and their location plainly re¬ 
vealed to their rescuers. They 
were taken safely on board a Bri-* 
tish bark hound for Bermuda. My 
mother arrived there in the guise 
of a common sailor, all her own 
clothes having been washed away. 
But her losses were soon repaired, 
for no sooner had they reached a. 
hotel, and the story ot their mis¬ 
fortune become known than she 
was fairly inundated again with 
the clothing that was poured in 
upon her, the first articles sent to 
minister to her necessities being a 
comical succession of, I don’t dare 
to say how many, white silk bon¬ 
nets. 

Such tales as these, with count¬ 
less elaborations qnd details, were 
what I constantly heard as a child. 
My fancy always vested in peculiar 
mystery those . silent women 
who watched and waited for- the 
husbands or son who were “never 
heard from^ a common phrase in 
those days, involving such a world 
of woe and heartache, such agon, 
ized uncertainty, such desolate 
certainty at last. . There were sev¬ 
eral such in our neighborhood 
and I never met one of them 
without . a ; consciousness of. her 
sorrow, and the secret thought, 
“Perhaps she thinks he may come 
to-day.” For. there was always to 
thy miud-, the hope afforded by the 
possibilities of desert islands. 

It seems almost irreverent- to 
mention in this- connection, that 
there was now and then a sea-far¬ 
ing Benedict, to whom the mar¬ 
riage yow had become irksome, 
who would deliberately make up 
his mind never to be “heard from,” 
expecting to. be the object of a flat¬ 
tering amount of conjecture and 
grief, and to leave a memory en¬ 
shrined in a suitable halo. But 
the world is such a small place 
after all, and his old neighbors 


upon the face of it, that the • ruse 
wasinevitably detected sooner or 
latei. 

Oh, the sea is a terrible monster 
sometimes, but the bond by which 
it holds those who were born and 
bred by its side is like the tie of 
blood which nothing in the uni¬ 
verse can sever. 

On my last visit to my old home 
I called one night upon an old sea 
captain whose active days were 
past. He was the one who had 
brought my bureau in the Mer¬ 
chant, and an accurate record of 
his voyages was always a part of 
my juvenile knowledge, for the 
way between his home and the har¬ 
bor f ty .oast our house. NowJie. 
was resting quietly in his snug 
home on the hilltop, which com¬ 
manded a clear view of the beauti¬ 
ful little harbor in and out which 
he had so often sailed, his spy¬ 
glass always by the window 
ledge a,nd focused upon every pass¬ 
ing sail. The dear old man has 
{•crossed the bar” since theD, and 
this was to be my last sight of his 
kindly weather-beaten old face. As 
he questioned me concerning my 
present home, a sense of my dis¬ 
tance from the sea swept over him, 
and he said, with a whole world of 
pity in his voice, caressingly lay¬ 
ing his trembling hand upon mine, 
“Ain’t you dreadful lonesome 
away off up there, dear?” M. C. H.

life. Professor Bailey of Cornell uni¬

With one-quarter of the 
capital he could have built a barn of 
equal cow capacity. 

I tried to learn what price was con¬ 
sidered a fair one for ensilage, but no 
one ever has any to sell. One lot 6old at 
$3.50 a ton, which was considered fair. 
It is estimated to require only one-sev¬ 
enth the space occupied by an equal 
weight of hay. Of course there are 
some farmers who do not yet see the 
value of ensilage. It seemed to be gen¬ 
erally admitted, however, that farmers 
who use ensilage and make winter milk, 
have so cheapened their product that 
they are doing about as well as they did 
in other days when milk brought more. 
There are mauy tenant farms iu this 
part of Ohio. It is not customary in 
this part of the state to build silos on 
tenant farms. This seems to me to bo a 
mistake. I was tolcl that in other-places 
silos on such farms paid well. 

How theseOhio farmers do bragabout 
their corn! We eastern folks do not be¬ 
gin to understand what corn means to 
dairy farmers on these rich western 
soils. Evan the silo men had left part 
of their crop in the field after stuffing 
the silos full. We got mixed up in talk¬ 
ing about yields, for a bushel out there 
means a basketful qf ears. For ensilage, 
they plant mostly a Virginia white corn 
which makes a great stalk, but rarely 
matures the grain. • In this late season, 
considerable of the grain has hardened. 
For grain, they plant a yellow dent 
much like our Chester Oonnty Mam¬ 
moth. Tho corn-found on different farms 
varied quite.:a .-little, but seemed of 
much the sanm general type. A local 
miller told me how he selected two of 
the finest ears from the grain of each 
farmer who patronized his mill. These 
were finally'sorted ontto seven lots, or 
14 ears. These were shelled, the grain 
well mixed and planted. The following 
year the best ears were selected for seed, 
and he is now iikiy to secure an im¬ 
proved corn well adapted to the soil of 
his neighborhood. : 


How to Prepare'Tliis Appetizing: Disli 
Witl* Spanish Sauce. 

Select for this purpose sweet Spanish 
peppers. This is a pepper similar to the 
old fashioned bull nosed peppers, but it 
is larger* aud milder in flavor. It is used 
green both to serve as a stuffed vegeta¬ 
ble and for stuffed picldes or “mangoes. ” 

A simple and satisfactory way to pre¬ 
pare these pickles as a vegetable is to 
plunge them in hot water and let them 
simmer for about ten minutes 

Drain them, cut off the stems and cut 
a slice out- of the stem end and scoop 
out the seeds and insides of the peppers. 

Stuff the peppers with nice sausage 
-meat or prepare a forcemeat of lean veal 
and fat pork in the proportion of abont 
one-qnarter pound of fat salt pork and 
three-quarters of a pound of lean veal, 
all ground together. 

Add au even tablespoonful of salt, a 
scant teaspoonful of pepper, a teaspoon¬ 
ful of chopped parsley and a scant tea¬ 
spoonful of summer savory. 

Mix well and use. After tilling the 
peppers with the forcemeat replace the 
covers aud oil the peppers well. Set 
them in a bakiDg pan and bake them 
thoroughly for abont 25 or 30 minutes 
and serve with a rich brown sauce 
around them. 

A fair substitute for a Spanish sauce 
may be made of a good beef extract, 
well seasoned with vegetables. Fry two 
chopped slices of carrot, one of onion 
and a bay leaf, a stalk of celery, a sprig 
of parsley and one of thyme, all chop¬ 
ped together and well mixed. Fry with 
the vegetables a small teaspoonful of 
ham. Stir in a tablespoouful of flour 
and add gradually a pint of stock made 
from two tabl'espoonfuls of beef, mixed 
with boiling water. Let the sauce sim¬ 
mer slowly for about au hour, and at 
the end of that time strain it, and it is 
ready to serve around the peppers.— 
Philadelphia Press. 


How to Clioose Fish. 

The eyes of fish, if fresh, are bright, 
the gills of a fine, clear red, the body 
stiff and the odor not unpleasant. 
Chloride of lime will restore fish that is 
not extremely fresh, but it will never 
be as good as when it has not been kept. 
Salmon and cod should have a small 
head, thick shoulders and a small tail. 
The flesh of salmon should be of a 
bright red color, the scales very bright. 
Do not buy mackerel unless quite fresh 
and do not attempt to keep it even un¬ 
til the next day. God may be kept 24 
hours and soles the same. Eels should 
be bought alive. Crabs and lobsters 
shonld be very heavy aud very stiff. If 
they are limp, they are stale. Oysters, 
if fresh, will close forcibly on the knife 
when opened, and if the shell gapes in 
the least degree the oyster is losing its 
freshness. 'When dead, the shell remains 
open.

How to Keep Copper Pots Bright. 

Nothing looks more beautiful iu a 
kitchen than a display of copper uten¬ 
sils sparkling with golden brightness 
ia the sun or firelight, but such uten¬ 
sils require much attention to keep 
them in this brilliant condition. Ill 
kept copper cooking vessels are danger¬ 
ous to health, as the veidigris that 
forms upon such is a highly poisonous 
s deposit. Copper vessels are always tin 
lined, and this lining must be renewed 
} at regular intervals of not too long 
. duration. In India, where copper cook- 
j ing utensils are largely used, the retiu- 
: ning process is carried ont once a month. 

' Copper utensils are kept bright by 
means of soap, soda, hot water and per¬ 
sonal energy. The exterior is polished 
with a rag dipped in vinegar, and a 
final brisk rubbing with a wash leather 
is very desirable. 


How to Renovate a Veil. 

To renovate a veil that is soiled make 
a lather of soap and water. Simmer the 
veil in it for 20 minutes. Then squeeze 
out the soap with the hand and rinse 
in clear water, to which has been add¬ 
ed a few lumps of sugar. Shake out the 
veil and flap it. Donotwring it. Pinit 
to a clean cloth, and when dry cover it 
with a handkerchief and iron.
